co u rt in the United States. 


This is the seco nd time Mr. Ho o ver has stepped 
o tK o f h» s no n-po litical ro le as an efficient, 
qu iet FBI Chief: the previo u s time having been 
hi* pu blic po litical appearance with Atto rney 
General Bro wnell to smear Ex-President Tru ­ 
man in the Harry Dexter White case. 


Many Washingto n o bservers have wo ndered 
why Ho o ver to o k this su dden ju mp into the 
po litical arena o n the side o t Mr. Bro wnell. As 
explained by his

friends,
